PRINTERS’ WASTE. 

THE question of what constitutes a proper 
allowance for printers’ waste is a vexed one, 
and has caused more difference of opinion 
between the one who foots the bill for the 
paper and the one who is accused of wasting 
it, than almost any other subject that can 
come up for dispute in the printing business 
excepting, perhaps, that other nightmare of 
the bookbuilder, the charge for “time.” In 
the November issue of The American Printer 
the editor gives the result of some corre- 
spondence on the subject, which will likely 
be of interest to all engaged in the manufac- 
turing of books. 

The manager of a large printing concern 
asked the following question of the editor of 
The American Printer: 

“What would you consider the correct amount of 
paper, including covers (not binders’ waste), to al- 
low for the following: 

“One form of 250, 500, 750, 1,000, 1,250, 2,000, 


2,500, 3,000, 5,000 copies? Two to fifteen forms of 
same ? 


“We realize that you cannot make any set figure 
to govern all classes of work, but thought that if 
you give us the basis for plain book work, then 
allow some given per cent. for deckle edge paper, 
cut work, color work, we could arrive at some defin- 
ite figures to supply the publishers.” 

The question was submitted to a number 
of the leading printers in the country, and, 
as was to be expected, the replies showed a 
variety of opinions regarding the subject. 
Theodore L. De Vinne & Co., of New York, 
report that they allow the following for 
wastage :

The amounts are allowed on one form; 
ten forms would require ten times the given 
amounts. 

Joseph J, Little, also of New York, replied 
as follows. 

“In my judgment, from three to six per cent. is 
about as near an average as I could state, depending 
upon the size of the edition, the character of the 
paper and of the work, and as to whether it may be 
in one or two colors. I realize that this is quite a 
wide margin, it being one hundred per cent. between 
the minimum and the maximum, but there are cases, 


I think, where six per cent. will hardly cover; but 
these cases are rare.” 


A large printing concern in Chicago allows 
from ten per cent. on small runs to four per 
cent. on large runs. On small runs of book 
work the publishers are required to furnish 
twenty-one quires to a ream, and a guarantee 
is given to deliver nineteen printed quires. 
A Jersey City concern makes a five per cent. 
allowance on the runs quoted in the inquiry. 

The doctors in this, as in most other cases, 
disagree, and we are still far from even an 
approximate rule or set of figures to govern 
a uniform allowance on work done in differ- 
ent shops under similar conditions. The 
matter, it seems to us, can very largely be 
controlled by the head of the printing house, 
who should insist upon a minimum waste 
rather than allowing a maximum, discourag- 
ing extravagant waste, if necessary, by a 
penalty. Much also depends upon house- 
keeping whether there is much or little waste. 
In offices where neatness and order is the 
rule, that are well lighted and officered by 
capable men, waste paper is a minus quan- 
tity: in sloppy, half-lighted shops, superin- 
tended by slouchy foremen, the waste is likely 
to reach the high-water mark. An office that 
allows ten per cent for waste, doesn’t use it 
up in attempts to print; it very likely keeps 
a goat as a mascot.

“We see that during the last ten years 55,- 
000 new books have been published in Eng- 
land, an average of 5500 per annum, or, tak- 
ing 300 working days to the year, eighteen 
new books per diem without cessation. 

“It is impossible to conceive that there has 
been a demand for this vast supply of new 
books. I, myself, am responsible for four of 
these 55,000 books, and only two of the four 
books have justified their existence. It is not 
unlikely that a considerable proportion of 
them—in class 1, novels, etc., for example— 
have been published at the author’s expense, 
without regard to adjusting supply to demand. 

“But although we may not be able to re- 
gard this supply of new books as balancing 
the demand for them, it is not improbable that 
the foregoing widely based facts do give a 
fairly reliable indication of the relative de- 
grees of demand for each class of book. Look- 
ing at the facts in this light, we see that 
novels, etc., make up 30 per cent. of the total 
number, educational books coming second, 
and books on theology, etc., third. These 
three principal classes, merged into one group, 
supply more than one-half of the total output 
of new books, their combined share being 
50.8 per cent. 

“Of the ten other classes, books of history. 
biography, etc., lead with eight per 100 new 
bcoks published. Books on political and so- 
cial economy, etc., have a slight lead over poe- 
try and the drama, each of these two classes 
ccming near to 5 per cent, of all new books. 
Medical books and law books are, as might 
be expected, the last two classes on the list. 

“Looking at the output of new books in 
each year of the ten now under survey, with- 
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out classification of the books published, the 

facts are as follows:

“After fluctuation during the period 1892- 
1896, the maximum was reached in the year 
1897, when 6244 new books were published, 
From 1897 to 1901 there was a continuous 
decline in the output of books, until in 1001 
the number was only slightly in excess of the 
output in 1892. Reviewers may perhaps have 
thanked the war for mercies other than the 
consolidation of the British empire. 

“Ignoring the fluctuations in individual 
years, the output of new books during the two 
five-yearly periods was:

“This is an increase of nearly 3000 books, 
i.e., Of It per cent., during the later period 
as compared with the earlier five years, and 
we may ascertain how this rate of increase 
compares with the increase in the number of 
persons who—to use an actuarial term—have 
been “at risk” of reading the books produced. 
The use of this technical term is perhaps 
justified, for although the readers of the books 
have not read them at the risk of death, they 
have certainly read some of the new books 
at the risk of injury to themselves. 

“Taking the population of the United 
Kingdom as the number of persons at risk 
of reading the books, the increase in this 
number from the earlier to the later period 
was at the rate of under 5 per cent., and this 
is a smaller rate of growth than the rate of 
growth of the output of new books. 

“If during 1897-1901 the growth of new 
books had coincided with the growth of the 
population during the same period, the num- 
ber of new books published during 1897-1901 
would have been 27,2900. But the actual num- 
ber of new books published during 1897-1901 
was 28,938, and thus the actual output ex- 
ceeded the “expected” output by nearly 1650 
new books. This is not a very large differ- 
ence between theory and actuality, in the mat- 
ter of new books published; but it suffices to 
show that, despite all disturbing causes, the 
output of new books during the last five years 
has exceeded the normal expectation. 

“This last point reminds me that the editor 
ot The Author has asked me to make a state- 
ment with regard to the output of books at 
the beginning of the nineteenth century as 
compared with the output of to-day. I am 
not able to do this, for lack of the facts. But 
we can go back as far as seventy years ago, 
thus including the whole of the Victorian era. 

“The following statement shows the aver-

“The growth of books has, we see, largely 
exceeded the growth of population. Seventy 
years ago the yearly output was only forty- 
five new books per million of population. To- 
day the yearly output is 143 new books per 
million of population—a more than three-fold 
growth in the output of books per million of 
population. And this has occurred during the 
last seventy years. 

“I am tempted to suggest that the vast pro- 
duction of new books which has now been 
stated would not have occurred if the makers 
of the books had pondered the words of the 
popular Latin poet, written more than 1900 
years ago, Whose admirable sense of propriety 
causes his ancient thought to be a valuable 
working-maxim for authors of to-day: ‘Ye 
authors, choose a subject suited to your abil- 
ities, and long ponder what your strength is 
equal to, what it is too weak to support. He 
who chooses a theme according to his powers 
will find neither command of language nor 
lucid arrangement fail him. And herein lies, 
unless I deceive myself, the power and beauty 
of arrangement; if a writer says at once only 
what ought to be said at once, reserving most 
points, and omitting them for the present.’ ” 


A NEW PERIL FOR NOVELISTS. 


ACCORDING to a special despatch to the New 
York Sun, a clerk in Versailles brought a suit 
against an autlior, charging that one of the 
characters in a novel written by the latter 
was taken from himself and presented a li- 
bellous picture. The author pleaded that he 
had not represented and did not even know 
the clerk, and it was admitted that the au- 
thor did not know the clerk, but the judge 
said that an author incurred a grave respon- 
sibility in introducing to the public an off- 
cial to whom he attributed the most immoral 
conduct without first ascertaining that no 
misapprehension could follow. The judge 
gave the plaintiff damages in 1000 francs, and 
ordered that the novel should be withdrawn 
from circulation. 


WHAT SAILORS READ, 


Down on the East River, in New York 
City, a push cart vendor of cheap books was 
interviewed by a New York Times man. The 
vendor’s specialty is books for the seafaring 
men who abound in his immediate neighbor- 
hood, but with considerable shrewdness the 
enterprising purveyor of “something to read 
for everybody” has chosen for his location a 
spot whence he can tap ferryites as well as the 
mariners and wayfarers. 

Brisk is the business being done by the 
street book merchant, and by far the greatest 
Proportion of it is with sailors. For the pres- 
ent he is confining himself to soiled novels, 
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(with here and there a few religious books,) 
at “bargain” prices, a humble nickel purchas- 
ing any volume on the cart. 

Among the wares are a remnant lot of 
“Vanity Fair,” (complete,) novels by Daudet, 
Scott, Cooper and others, all published at 
prices ranging from twenty-five cents upward. 
Asked by the reporter whether there was 
much demand for sea yarns, the vendor re- 
plied: 

“No, sir, there is no demand for sea yarns, 
except among youngsters. The sailors can 
tell better stories than many in books. Any- 
how, the ship folk get quite enough of the 
sea, and the reading matter they want on a 
voyage is a rattling good love story or a detec- 
tive yarn with plenty of excitement in it. 

“Some sailors, just before going off on a 
long voyage, buy as many as twenty books at 
a time, and others club together and take 
quite a small library on board to while away 
their idle hours. 

“Almost any sort of story sells well. All 
that the sailors ask is something to interest 
them, and they don’t bother about style or the 
author’s name. So I can sell here heaps of 
books that would be dead stock around Broad- 
way, even if I were allowed to peddle there.” 





A WOMAN BOOK AUCTIONEER. 


Women, so far as we are able to discover, 
are represented in every branch connected 
with the writing, printing, publishing, ad- 
vertising and selling books, and it does not, 
therefore, surprise us to hear that a young 
woman is now the head of a book auction 
house. Indeed, even this is not strictly news, 
because Miss McDevitt for years assisted her 
father, D. W. McDevitt, the auctioneer, who 
died suddenly in Chicago two years ago. 
Miss McDevitt has opened rooms at 113 
Nassau Street, New York, where she will 
conduct the business on the lines established 
by her father, which consists in selling at auc- 
tion “returns,” “remainders” and “plugs” in 
general for which publishers and booksellers 
can find no other outlet. 


MR. UPHAM RETIRES FROM THE 
OLD CORNER BOOKSTORE. 


THE withdrawal of Henry Macey Upham 
from the book business marks an epoch in 
the history of the Church Bookstore, or, as 
it is more widely known, the Old Corner 
Bookstore, jin Boston. Established as a book- 
store in 1828, by Carter & Hendee, the “Old 
Corner” has been presided over by five firms, 
the heads of which have consistently main- 
tained the high standard set in its early be- 
ginnings by Ticknor & Fields. Mr. Upham’s 
retirement severs the last link that connected 
the present with the older generation, and its 
direction will now be in the hands of one 
nearer the present generation. 

A native of Nantucket, where his ancestors 
for generations were among the solid people 
of the community, and the son of a sea cap- 
tain, Mr. Upham naturally took to the sea; 
but, after the elder Upham’s death on his 
son’s first voyage, he changed his mind and 
in 1855 became apprentice to Simeon Ide, of 
Claremont, N. H., who in 1847 published the 
“Reference Trade List,” the first attempt at 
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a uniform compilation of the trade lists of all 
the publishers in the United States. 

In 1864 Mr. Upham went to Boston, 
and shortly after received an appointment 
in the navy as master’s mate, and he then 
forsook the bookshop for a couple of years, 
and served on a half dozen war vessels 
in the Gulf Squadron. In August, 1866, 
he received an honorable discharge, with the 
thanks of the navy department, and a month 
later was employed by E. P. Dutton & Co., 
who had succeeded Ticknor & Fields at the 
“Old Corner.” 

In 1869 Alexander Williams succeeded E. 
P. Dutton & Co., as proprietor of the “Old 
Corner.” In 1872 Mr. Upham, 
low clerks, C. L. Damrell and J. G, Cupples, 
were admitted to partnership in the firm of 
A. Williams & Co. In 1883 Mr. Williams 
withdrew from the firm, and the business 
was then carried on under the firm name of 
Cupples, Upham & Co. In 1887 Mr. Cupples 
disposed of his interest to Damrell & Upham, 
under which name the business has been 
carried on since then. 

In 1896, after the death of his old friend 
and partner, Mr. Damrell, Mr. Upham be- 
came sole proprietor. In 1899, to relieve 
himself of a part of the responsibilities of 
the business, he disposed of a part of his in- 
terest to George A. Moore, identified with the 
“Old Corner” for seventeen years, and well 
known to the book buyers in New England. 
And now, desiring, while still physically able 
t» do so, to enjoy some of the fruits of his 
labor, he has disposed of the whole of his in- 
terest in the Old Corner Bookstore to his 
partner, and intends first of all to make an 
extended tour abroad with his wife, who is 
widely known by her pseudonym, Grace Le 
Baron, as a writer of attractive stories for 
young people. 

Mr. Upham, in the course of his long busi- 
ness connection with the “Old Corner,” has 
made many friends and acquaintances who 
will all sincerely regret that his 
presence will no longer greet them at the 
old shop. His withdrawal 
removes one of its most valued and re- 
spected members. We trust Mr. Upham will 
be spared to enjoy many years of his well- 
earned rest. 


COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
OMISSION OF NOTICE BY MISTAKE DOES 
NOT INVALIDATE COPYRIGHT. 

AN important copyright decision was given 
at Chicago, October 31, in the United States 
Court of Appeals, which established the prin- 
ciple that the owner of a copyrighted manu- 
script cannot be deprived of his exclusive 
rights of publication by the error of one who 
prints the article with his consent, but who 
carelessly omits the notice to the public pro- 
vided for by law. “And After,” a story writ- 
ten by Julia Truitt Bishop, was in contention. 
Iz had been copyrighted by the Daily Story 
Publishing Company. One of the patrons of 
that firm, the St. Louis Globe-Democrat, pub- 
lished the story without the copyright notice. 
The American Press Association appropriated 
the article and distributed it among its sub- 
scribers. The owners of the copyright

Association for damages. The Press Asso- 
ciation applied for a bill to restrain such 
suits. It was denied by Judge Kohlsaat, and 
his ruling was affirmed by Judges Jenkins 
and Baker. 

PROTECTION FOR NEWS GATHERERS. 

“FresH impulse,’ according to the New 
York Herald, “has been given to the idea 
that news collected at the expense of ingen- 
uity, elaborate system and large money out- 
lay can be protected by law from theft by 
those who have utilized none of these law- 
fully by the decision of the United States

“The decision was made in the case of the 
Western Union Telegraph Company, as re- 
gards its ticker service, against the National 
Telegraph News Company, and the Illinois 
Commission Company, who were accused of 
taking the news from the Western Union 
wires and retailing it to their own customers, 
“It covers more than mere ticker informa- 
tion and includes every agency which gath- 
ers and distributes news. It sets up a pro- 
prietary right to news in the agency or the 
newspaper which gathers it first hand and 
opens a method of punishment for pilfering 
news matter which did not exist under the 
copyright law, in which the question of au- 
thorship in the treatment of a statement of 
facts is still a mooted point in this country. 
“The decision of the court, as expressed by 
Judge Grosscup, takes the matter entirely 
out of the limits of copyright, in the opinion 
of experts here. It sets up that a news gath- 
ering system, with agents in every country, 
city and town; with wires, distributing edi- 
tors and a multitude of clients; or a news- 
paper which, at great expense and the utili- 
zation of a large staff, gathers news in a far 
corner of the globe, in an untrodden corner 
of its own city, or through its own far- 
reaching system becomes exclusively in- 
formed of happenings in public centres of 
well-known men and public events, is pos-

OBITUARY NOTE. 


Cuartes E, Hammett, Jr., for fifty-two 
years in business in Newport, R. I., died in 
Newport on October 31, in his eightieth year. 
Mr, Hammett was born in Newport in 1822. 
In 1844 he started in business asa grocer at the 
corner of Thames and Prospect Hill Streets, 
Newport. Two years later he sold out and 
opened a bookstore in Oak Row, a building a 
few doors north of the quarters subsequently 
occupied by him and his successor. He con- 
tinued there for ten years, when he pur- 
chased the building on Thames Street, at the 
corner of Cotton’s Court. At this corner he 
remained uninterruptedly until May 15, 1808, 
when he disposed of his business to Simon 
Hart, though the building itself has been 
changed and enlarged until there is practic- 
ally nothing left of the old shop. Mr, Ham- 
mett, besides looking after his book and sta- 
tionery business, at different times engaged 
in various other branches. For many years 
he conducted a bookbindery, which gained a 
reputation for solid and artistic work. At 
another time he was extensively engaged in 
the manufacture of envelopes and _ paper 
boxes; then in the mounting and framing of 
pictures; in inventing games and manufac- 
turing them for the trade; in making maps; 
and in the publishing of books and pamphlets, 
the translation of some of which from the 
French and German was done under his di- 
rection. To all of these interests Mr. Ham- 
mett gave the closest personal attention, and 
frequently he took a hand in the manual work 
itself. Mr. Hammett was also identified with 
the public life of his city. He was for years 
a member and chairman of the school com-
